WAVES  AT  GSCW 

As  one  of  the  four  schools  in  the  United 
States  selected  to  train  the  WAVES,  GSCW 
has  taken  a  long  step  forward  in  gaining  na¬ 
tional  recognition.  This  is  the  only  southern 
school  selected  as  such  a  training  site.  The 
others  are  Smith  College,  the  University  of 
Indiana,,  and  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

The  selection  of  GSCW  as  a  WAVE  train¬ 
ing  < center  is  a  definite  advance  for  the  col¬ 
lege,  but  the  college  had  to  pass  the  strict 
inspection  of  the  Navy  before  it  could  be  ac¬ 
cepted  as  a  WAVE  training  school.  We  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledge  the  interest  and  efforts  of 
Congressman  Carl  Vinson  in  determining  the 
location  of  the  southern  school.  President 
Wells  and  other  GSCW  college  officials  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  participation  in  pro¬ 
moting  this  program  on  our  campus. 

All  changes  that  will  be  necessary  to  ac¬ 
commodate  the  new  group  cannot  be  accurate¬ 
ly  determined  now,  but  we  should  be  hap¬ 
py  to  share  our  campus  in  helping  in  the  war 
program.  This  is  an  important  contribution.  ■
